On the day previons to the murder of Mea 1101,
Twitchell, bent upon effecting her death with his
ewn hands, made a =lung-shot. a4t his place of bosl-
ness in Camden.  With this murderous weapon he
strmok the old lady o formidabie blow, no one but
the actors in the tragody belng present, and then,
mpassisted, threw the body from the window into the
yard, He then walked down staird Into the yard,
and proceeded to wash the blood from his hands at

the hydrant, While so engiged he notleed that
the body of his  mother-in-law  lying
pear him still exhibited manifestations of e, As

n this discovery was made he hastened into
mhn?w‘ entering m'u?klu-hn-u first, ‘The st mur-
derous weapon which he encountered hore was the

ker found near the body of the murdered woman.

I8 he seleed, and harrying back to the yard dealt
the dying woman suother blow on the head, linishing
the murderons work, He then repalred to his room,
and the deed was digeovered In the manner with
which the publie 18 aiready familiar,

Buch is the substince of the alleged confessjon,
and we give It for what It {8 worth, It will not be
amse, however, torecall p circomstanoe which tends
in some megsure o confirm this story. Mr, Mann,
on the trinl of Twitehell, endeavored to prove that
the weapon which infllcted the fatal blows was o
slung-shot, and not the poker, If, 48 reported, Mr,
Mann renlly Knew that o slung-shot dild the work, his
